That as Wee have 
bin from Our child-hood brought up in , and praRiſed the Religion now eſta- 
bliſhed in this Kingdome ; fo it is well knowne., Wee have ; Jon contented 
fimply with the Principles of our Education ) given a good proportion of -

fied and aſſured , that it is the moſt pure, and agreeable to the Sacred Word of 
Cod of any Religion now praRiſed in the Chriſtian World : That as VVee 
believe Wee can maynraine the ſame by unanſwerable Reaſons , ſo Wee hope-- 
Weſhould readil fate to it by the effuſton of our Bloud, if it pleafed God 
to call us to that ſacrifice. And therefore nothing can be fo dcceptable unto us, 
as any propoſition which may contribute to the advancement of. it here, or the 
Propagation of it abroad , being the onely meanes to draw downe a bleſſing 
from God upon our ſelves, and this Nation. And Wee haye beene extreamly 
unfortunate, if this profeſſion of Ours be wanting to Our people : Our con- 
ſtant praQice in our own Perſon, having alwayes been (without oſtentation).

For erence amongſt our ſelyes , for matters indifferent in their owne na-

 bitternefſe and malice againſt the preſent Govermnent , againſt the Lawes 
' eſtabliſhed; fo fullof Sedition againſt Our Selfe , 'atid the peace of the King-

Anſwer. V V Hich Queſtion, may receive its folution by this diſtinRi- 
on, That there is in Laws an' equitable, and a literall 
ſenſe. His Majelty ( let ic be granted) is intrufled by Law with the Aibitia, 
but it's for the good and preſeryation of the Republicke, againſt Forraine In- 
vaſions or domeſticke rebellions. For it cannot be ſuppoſed that the Parla- 
ent would ever by Law intruſt the King with the Afilrre again themſelves, 
or the Common-wealth, that intrufts them to provide for their weale, nor 
for their woe, So that when there is certaine ' appearance or grounded 
ſuſpition, that the Letter ofthe Law ſhall bee improved againſt the equity 
of it ( that is, the publicke good, whecher of the body reall or repreſenta- 
tive ) then the Commander going agaiſt its equity, gives liberty to the Com- 
manded to refuſe obedience to the Letcer : for the Law taken abſtra&-from its 
originall reaſon and end, is made a ſhell without a kernell,”a ſhadow without 
a ſubſtance, and a body without a ſoule. Tr is the execution of Laws o__ 
to their equity and reaſon, which ( as I may ſay ) is the ſpirit that grves li 
to Authority, the Letter kills.

Nor need this equity beexprefſed in the Law, being fo naturally implyed and 
ſuppoſed in all Laws that are not meerely Imperiall, from that analogie which

-- vernours borrow a proportionable reſpe&; And therefore when the Afilitie of 
an Army 1s committed to the Generall, it is not with any exprefſe condition, 
thar he ſhall not turne the mouths ofhis Cannons againſt his awne Souldiers,

Thoſe that rule by Law and nearby will; have hereby a Tyranny confer'd 
upon them legally, and fo the very end of Laws, which is to give bounds and 
limits rothe «A (ow wills of Princes, is by the Laws themſelves diſappoin- 
ted, for they hereby give corroboration (and much more Juſtification ) to an 
arbitrary Tyranny, by making it legall, not aſſumed; which, Laws are ordai- 
ned tocrofle, not countenance : and therefbre is the letter ( where it ſeemes ab- 
ſolute ) alwayes to receive qualification from the equity, .elſe the forcſaid ab- 
ſurdicy muſt follow.

Parliament aſſembled, Concerning His 
Majeſties ſeverall Meſſages about 
the MiLiT1A. 


He Lords and Commons holding it neceſſary for the peace and ſafety of 
| this Kingdom to ſettle the Afilrtsa thereof, did for that purpoſe prepare 
an Ocdinance of Parliament, and with all humilitie did preſent the ſame 
to HisMajelty for his Royall afſent, Who notwithſtanding the faichfull ad- 
vice of his Parliament, and the ſeyerall Reaſons offered by them of the neceſſi= 
ty thereof, for the ſecuring ofhis Majeſlics perſon, and the peace and ſafety of 
his people, did refuſe to give hisconſent, and thereupon they were neceſſitated 
| indiſchargeof the truſt repoſed in them as the repreſentatiye body of the King- 
dome, to make an Ordinance by Authority of both Houſes, to ſerle the Afels- 
tia, warranted thereunto by the fundamentall Laws of the Land : his Majeſtic 
taking notice thereof, did by ſeyerall Meſſages invite them to ſetlethe ſame by 
A& of Parliament, affirming in his Majeſties Meſſage fent in Anſwer to the 
Petition of both Houſes preſented to his Majeſty at Yorke, March 26. That be 
alwayes thought it neceſſary the ſame ſhould be ferled, and that he never denied 
the thing, onely denied the way ; and for the matter of it, took exceptions only 
to the Preface, as a thing not ſtanding with his honour to cenſent to, and that 
himſelf was excluded in the execution, and for a time unlimired ; Whereu 
the Lords and Commons being defirous to give his Majeſtic all ſatisfation 
that might be, even tothe leaft title of forme, and circumAance; and when his 
Majeſty was pleaſed to offer them a Bill ready drawne, did for no other cauſe 
then to manifeſt their hearty affeRion tocomply with his Majeſties defires and 
obtain his conſent, entertain the fame ; and in the mean time no way declining 
their Ordinance, and toexpreſle their earneſt zeal to correſpond with his Ma- 
jeſties defire (in all things that might confift with the peace and ſafety of the 
Kingdor, and the truſt repoſed in them) did paſſe that Bill, and therein omic- 
red the preamble inſerted before the Ordinance, limited the rime to lefſe then 
ewo yeers, andconfined the authority of the Lievtenancs to theſe three particu- 
lars, namely Rebellion, InſurreRion, and forreigne Inyaſion, and returned the 
ſame to his Majeſty for his Royall aſſent. Bur all theſe expreſſions ofaffeRion 
and loyalty, all thoſe defires and earneſt endeavours to comply with his Maje- 
ty, hath (to their great grief and ſorrow) produced no better effe& then an ab- 
| folutedeniall, eyen of that which _ Majefly by his former Mefſages, as wee 
| 2 - con» 
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| himſelf. And ſurely if there 
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cohceive, bad promiſed ; the advice of evill and wicked counſels receiving ill 


more credit with himthen that of his gicat Councell of Parliamenc,in a matter 


of ſo high importance, that the ſafety ot his Kingdom, and the peace ot his peo- 
ple depends upon ic. But now what muſt be the exceptions co this Bill?not any 
ſure, that was tothe Ordinance ; for a care was taken to give ſatisfaRion in all 
theſe particulars. Then theexception was, becauſe that the diſpoſing and exe- 
cution thereof was referred to both Houfes of Parliament, and his Majeſty ex- 


cluded : and now that by the Bill the power and execution is aſcertained, and - 


reduced to particulars, and the Law of the Realme made the Rule thereof, his 
Majcſtie will not trult the perſons. The power is too great, too unlimited to 
truſt them-with. But what is that power? Is it any other, but in expreſle 
terms to ſupprefle Rebellion, InſurreRion, and forraigne invaſion ? And who 
are thoſe perſons? are they not ſuch as were norninated by the great Counſel! 
of the Kingdom, and afſented to by his Majeſtic ? And is it too great a power to 
cruſt thoſe perſons with the ſuppreſſion of Rebellion, InſurreRion, and forraign 
Invaſion ? ſurely the moſt wicked of chem that adviſed his Majeſty to this An+ 
ſwer cannot ſuggeſt, but that it is neceſſary for the ſafery of his Majeftics Roy- 
all Perſon and thepeace of the Kingdome, ſuch a power ſhould be pur in ſome 
hands. And there isno pretence of exception to the perſons. His Majeſty for 
the ſpace of above fifreen yeers together,thought nor a power far exceeding this 


to be too great to intrult particular Tu” with, to whoſe will the Lives and 


Liberties ofhis people by Martiall Laws were made ſubjeR, for ſuch was the 
power given to Lord Lievtenants, and Deputy Lieytenants in every Countyof 
this Kingdom, and that without the cunſent ofthis people, or authority of Law. 
But now in caſc of extream neceſſity, upon the adyice of both Hauſes of Par- 
liament, for no longer {pace then two yeers, a leſſer power,and that for the ſafe- 
ty of King and people, is thought too great to truſt particular perſons wich, 
though named by both Houſes of Parliament, and approved of by his Majeſty 
de a neceſſity to ſertle the Militia (which his Ma» 
jeſty was pleaſed to confeſle) the perſons cannot be intrufted with lefſe power 
then this to have itall efeRuall. And the Precedents of former Ages when there 


hapned a neceſſity to rayſe ſuch a power, never Araitned that power to a nar-

rower compaſlſe, witneſle the Commiſſions of Array in ſeverall Kings Reignes, 


'and often iſſued out by the conſent and the authority of Parliament. The Lords 


and Commons therefore intruſted with the _ of the Kingdome, and peace 
of the people, (which they call God to witneſſe is their onely ayme) finding 
themſelves denied theſe their fo neceflary, and juſt demands, and that they can 
never be diſcharged before God or Man, ifthey ſhould ſuffer the ſafety of the 
Kingdom and peace of the people to be expoſed ro the malice ofthe Malignant

EE very well underflandhow much it is below the high and Royall 
dignity (wherein God hath placed Us) rorake nutice, much more to 
trouble Our Self with anſwering thoſe many ſcandalong, ſeditious 


thorowout the Kingdome (not wony Our earneſt defire, ſo often in vain 


preſſed for a Reformation } though Wee finde ir. evident, That the mindes of 


many of Our weak SubjeRs have been, and till are poiſoned by thoſe meany 
and that fo generall a terrour hath poſſeſſed the minds and hearr of all men,tha, 
whiles the Preſſes fwarm (and every day produceth new TraRts againſt the e- 
Nabliſhed Government ofthe Church and State) moſt men wanc the Courage 
or the Conſcience to write, or the opportunity and encouragement ro publiſh 
ſuch compoſed ſober Animadverfions, as might either preſerye the minds of 

Our good SubjeRs from ſuch InfeRion,or reſtore and recover them when they 
are ſo infected : But we are contented to ler Our Self fall ro any office that may 
undeceiyeOur People, and to take more pains this way by Our own Pen, then 
0 eyer 
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ever King hath done, when Wee Pg M thing that ſcems to carryithe repu= 
tation and authority of either,, or both Houſes of Parliament, and will not 
have the ſaine refuted or diſputed by common and vulgar Pens, tiJl wee are 
thorowly informed, whether thoſe Ats have in truth that Countenance and 
VVarrant they pretend. VVhich regard of Ours VVe doubt not but in time wil 
recover that due reyerence (the abſence whereof Wee have too much reaſon to 
complain) tro Our Perfon and Our Meſſages, which in all ages hath been paid 
(and no doubt is due) to the Crown of England. 

We have therefore taken notice of a Printed Paper, intituled, A Declaration 

of both Houſes of Parliament, m Anſwer to Our laſt Meſſage concerning the 

Militia, publiſhed by the command ; T he which wee are unwilling to believe 
| (both for the matter of it, the Expreſſions in it, and the manner of publiſh- 
ing it) can reſult from the conſent of both Houſes ; Neither do we know by 
what lawfull command ſuch uncomely, irreverent mention of Us can be pub- 
liſhed to che World, And though Declarations of this kind have of late (with 
too inuch boldneſſe) broken in upon Us and the whole Kingdom, when one or 
both Houfes have thought fic to communicate their Counſelis and Reſolutions 
to the People, yer we arc unwilling to believe, that ſuch a Declaration as this 
ſhould be publiſhed in Anſwer to Our Meſſage, without youchſafing atleaſt to 
ſend 1tto Us as their Anſwer ; Their bufinefſe for which they are mer by Our 
Writ and Authority, being ro Counſell Us for the good of Our People, not to 
write againſt Us to Our People, and no conſent of Ours for their long continu- 
ing together, inabling them to doe any thing, but what they were firſt ſummo- 
ned by Our writ to doe. Atleaſt we will believe, though miſunderſtanding 
and jealoufie (the Juſtice of God will overtake the Fomenters of that Jealouſie, 
and the Promoters and Contrivers of that miſunderſtanding) might produce(to 
ſay no worſe) thoſe yery untoward Expreſſions that if thoſe Houſes had contri- 
ved that Declaration, as an Anſwer to Our Meſſage, they would have vouchſa- 
fed ſome Anſwer tothe Queſtion propoſed in Ours, which wee profeſſed, did 
and mult evidently prevail over Our underſtanding ; and in their wiſdom and 
gravity they would have beene ſure to have ſtated the matters of FaQtas(ar leaſt 
to ordinary underſtanding) might be unqueſtionable ;Neither of which is done 
by that Declaration. 

Wedefire to know why we were by that AR abſolutely excluded from any 
Power or Authority in the execution of the CAfilitia, and we muit appeal to 
all the Wold, whether ſach an attempt be not a greater and juſter ground for 
Feare and Jealouſfie in Us, then any one that is avowed for thoſe deſtruftive 
Fears and Jealouſies, which are fo publikely owned, almoſt to the ruine ofthe 
Kingdom.

We mentioned in that our Anſwer, our diſlike of the putting of theſr 
names out of the Bill whom before they recommended to us in their pretended 
ordinance, and the leaving our by ſpeciall Proviſion the preſent Lord Major 
of Lenden,to all which the Declaration affords no Anſwer. and therefore wee 
cannot ſuppoſe it was intended for an Anſwer to that our Meſſage, which 
whoſoever looks upon, will find te be in no degree anfwered by that Decla- 
ration. 

But it informs all our Subje&s, after the mention with what humilitie the 
Ordinance was prepared and preſented tofUls (a matter very evident in the Pe- 
titions and Meſſages concerning ir) and our refuſall to give our conſent, not- 
withſtanding the {everall reaſons offered of the neceſſity thereof, for the ſecu- 
ring of our Perſon, and the Peace and ſafety of our People (whether any ſuch 
Reaſons were given, the weight of them, and whether they were not cleerely 
and candidly anſwered by Us, the world will eafily judge) that they werear 
; laſt neceffitared to make an ordinance by Authority of both Houſes ta ſetle 
| the Militia, warranted thereunto by the Fundamencall Laws of the Land:Bur 
if that Declaration had indeed intended to have anſwered Us, it wouid have 
told Our good SaubjeAs what thoſe Fundamentall Laws ofthe Land are ,and 
where to be found ; And would at laſt have mentioned one Ordinance from 
the firſt beginning of Parliaments to this preſent Parliament, which enyeavou- 
red to impoſe any thing upon the Subje& without the Kings conſent; for of 
ſuch, all inquiry We can make could never produce us one inftance. And 
if there be ſuch a ſecrer of the Law, which hath lain hid from the beginning of 
the world to this time, and. now. is diſcovered to take away the juſt Legall 
Power of the King, We wiſh there be not ſome other ſecret (to be diſcovered

Ic is true, We did (out of the tendernefle of the Conſtitution of the Kingdom, 
and care of the Law, which We are bound to defend, and being moſt affured 
of the unjuſtifiableneſfe of the pretended Ordinance) invite and defire both 
our Houles of Parliament to ſettle whatſoever ſhould be. fic of that nature, by 
AR of Parliament ; But were We therefore obliged to paſſe whatſoever ſhould 
be brought to Us of that kind ? We did fay in Our Anſwer to the Petition of 
both-Houſes, preſented to Us at Torke the 26 of March laſt (and We have ſaid 
the ſame in other Meſſages before) chat We alwayes thought it neceſſary the

N our laſt Letter we gave you an-Accompt of our firſt and ſecond wayting 
Pats King, wee wrote to you then, that his Majeſty commanded us to at- 
=. tend him yeſterday being Thurſday, to heare what hee ſaid to the Gentle- 
men, Which a little before the meeting, nee ſeconded by a particular Meſſage. 
Being come thither, his Majeſty cauſed the ſeyerall Mefſages betweene him,and 
the Parliament, mentioned in this incloſed printed paper to be read. ' . 
This was done with much humming, and applauſe of the Kings Meflages 

by come perſons who had placed themſelves neere about where the King ſtood. 
But when any thing from the Parliament came to bee read, with fo iiuch 
hiſſing, and reviling the Parliament, chat though in reſpe&, and duty to 
the Kings Perſon, we could not reſent it, as otherwiſe wee ſhould:havye done, 
yet have fince expoſtulated, and complained of it to his Majeſty. Some were fo 

Id as to ſay openily, That the Parliament men ſhould ſet their Houfes in or- 
der, for many of them ſhould ſhortly have their heads off, One of which (as 
- fince wearecredibly informed) was one Harft, a ſervant to one Maſter Fpilliam 
Crofts. In this which was ſaid by the King,you will ſee what reaſon we had to 
vindicate our ſelyes;and therefore we immediately repayred to the Deans houſe 
with all the other Gentlemen, and there we took notice of the rough-uſage we 


. _ hadreceived; Wetold them that it was neither indiſcretion nor diſobedience in 


us (as his Majeſtie was pleaſed to call it) todeliver the Parliaments Meſſage ,or 
to ſtay here though commanded to the contrary, fince wee conceived no man 
needed to be farisfied in fo cleer a caſe asthis; That every Member of each 
Houſe 6ughc to obey their commands, when they were pleaſed to employ then. 
Bur ſince his Majeſty thought fir to bid thei; take heed of us,not knowing what 
doArine or diſobedience we might preach to*them under colour of obeying 
the Parliament, we-appealed to every. man, whether wee had in word'or 
deed, in publikeor in private, done any thing that became not honefl men,and 
perſons employed from the Parliament. That wee had communicated our In- 
ructions to his Majenty, being that we would avow all our ARions, and that 
we were confident it would not be ſaid, wee had tranſgreſſed them. This was

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very well taken and juſtified by the Countrey. Yeſlerday there came diyers - 
thouſands of Freeholders to this City, though nane but the Gentry were fum- 
moned, bat receiving a Command from the King nor: to come to Court they. 
forbore, and ſtayed in the Caſtle yard, yer ſent this Petition encloſed co his Ma- = 
jeſty, and received the Anſwer annexed thereunto, There was likewiſe a Com- 
mittee of rwelye Gentlemen appointed yeſternight to conſider of drawing up 
an Anſwer to the Kings propoſition concerning a Guard, but nothing could be 
then done, becauſe it was palt three a clock before the Gentlemen were adinit- 
ed ot the King. This morning the Freeholders aſſembled againe in the Caflle- 
yard, and there they made this Proteſtation encloſed, of their right of yoting in 
what coricerneth the peace of the Countrey , as having their intereſt therein, 
When we all met this morning againe at the Deans Houſe, we whoare your 
Committees received this Meſſage by Sir Edward Stanhop, That hee came from 
his Majeſty to command us that we ſhould depart from-this meeting, and if we 
did ftay,his Ma, would judge us guilty of that heſpake on yeſterday, which was 
Tamperting. Notwithſtanding which Command, we read the fourth Article of 
our InſtruRionsto the whole Company, that being perrinent to the buſines we 
were then upon, and defired them to conſider, whether the Parliament had not 
expreſſed therein ſuch a care ofthe Kings ſafety, that there would be liccle need 
of Guards : we told them that wehad a good right of being there as Freeholders 
of the County, but that in obedience to the King wee would depart for this 
rime : But whenſocver there ſhould be occafion of our being there in purſuance 
of our Inſtruions and Commands from the Parliament, we ſhould be ready. 
The whole Company received great ſatisfaftion,and'defired a Copy of that In- 
ſtrutiov,which wee gave them. Wee werethe more willing at that time to goe 
from thence, becaufe wee ſhould not onely give obedience to the Kinss Com-. 
mand, which otherwiſe he would have ſaid, wee conftantly diſobeyed, bur be- 
cauſe the Committee of twelve appointed yeſternight were then to withdraw, 
ſo that there was nothing for the preſent for-us to do; We immediately went to 
the King, and beſought him that fince we were continually fo diſcoun;enanced 
by him, in the face of our County, thathee would be pleaſed toler us know in 
particular wherein we had given the occaſion, for wee etherwiſe conceived wee 
were deprived of that Liberty, which. was our due in :reſpe4 of that Intereſt 
we had here, His Majeſtic 'was pleaſed to tell us, that ifwee would lay aſide 
that condition of Committees from the Parliament, hee would nor hinder us to 
be there as Gentlemen of the Countrey;We humbly replyed, that we could nor 
lay that down, nor could wee be abſent frym any niecting where our preſence: 
was required for the ſervice, as Committees from the Parliament « to which his* 
. Majeſty ſaid, That indeed he thought we could not. lay it down,neither that ir 
was reaſonable we ſhould haye vn and bein a double Cxpacity,The Com-

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mittee hath been rogether moſt part ofthis Ws not agreeing : Six of them 
have drawn-up this Anſwer encloſed, which they haye communicated to the 
Gentlemen: & Frecholders. The greater part ofthe Gentlemen,and all the Free- 
holders have agreed to, and ſubſcribed it. The other fix haye concluded upon 
this other Anſwer, conſenting to a Guard of Horſe, but this we doe not heare, 
that they have gotten many names too, nor can we geta Copy of thoſe names 
as yet, though theſe be yery few, yet whether they can bring in any Horſe or 
no, we cannot yetjudge. The King hath received both theſe reſolutions, which 
with his Anſwers to them, you ſhall likewiſe have here incloſed. His Majeſty 
had declared himfelfe yefterday, that he would raiſe that Regiment, which was 
Sir Robert Strickland: for his Gor Guard,but hee hath now laid aſide that Reſo- 
lution.

and dead at root ; and therefore no reaſon to bury it in oblivion, And whileſt 
we behold the Spawnes of thoſe miſchievous Principles, cheriſht and foſtered its 
that new generation of Counſellours, friends and Abettors of the former, or at 
leaſt concurring with them in their malignancie againſt the proceedings of this 
Parliament, we cannot think our ſelyes ſecure from the like or a worſe danger.

And VVee call Almighty God to 
witneſſe, all Our Complaints and Jealoufies, which have neyer been cauſcleſſe, 
nor of Qur.Houfes of Parliament (but of ſome few Schiſmaticall, FaRious, - 
and Ambitious Spirits,and upon grounds, as ſhort time, VVe feare;will juſtiGe

Whether there was an intention to deprive Sir fohny Hothew of his life if 
his Majeſty had been admicted into Hw/; and whether 'the Information | 
were ſuch, as that he had ground to believe ir, we .will not bring it 
into queſtion ; for that was not, nor thought to have beene the ground 
for doing what he did; neither was the number'of his Majefties At- 
tendants, for being more or fewer, much conſiderable in this caſe : For 
although it be true, That if his Majefly had centred with ' twenty Horſe 
onely, he might haply haye found means for to have forced the entrance 
of the reſt of his Train, who being once in the Towie, would not have 
been long without Arms, yetthat was not theground that Sir Iohn Hothane 
was to proceed upon, but upon the admitrance of the King into the Towne 
at all; ſo as to deliver up the Towne and Magazine unto him, and to 
whomſoever he ſhould give the Corainand thereof, without the knowledge 
and conſent of both Houſes of Parliament, by whom he was entruſted to 
the contrary;8& his Majeſty having declared chat tobe his intention concerning 
the Town in a Meſſage that helent to the Parliament not long before he 
went to Hall, faying, Thathe did not doubt but that Town ſhould be de» 
livered up to him, whenſoever he pleaſed, as ſuppoſing izkgo be kept 
againſt him : and in like manner concerning his Magazine, in his Meſ- 
fage of the four and ewentieth of April, wherein it is expreſſed, That his 
Majeſty went thither with a p:rpoſe to take into his hands the Magazine, 
and to diſpoſe of ir in ſuch manner as he ſhould thinke fir : vppon theſe 
tearms, Sir John Hotham could not have adinitted his Majeſty, and have 
made good his Truſt to the Parliament, though his Majeſly would haveen- 
tred alone, without any Attendants at all of his own, orofthe Prince or 
Duke his ſons, which wedo nor with to belefle then they are in their num= 
ber, but could heartily wiſh that they were generally better in their con- + 
ditions. . 

In the cloſe of this Meſſage, his Majeſty ſtates the caſe of H#ll, and there- 
upon inferrech, That the AR of Sir /ohn Hotham was leavying of War again 
the King, and conſequently, That it was no leffe then high Treaſon, by the' 
. letter ofthe Statute of 35 Edw. 3. cap. 2. unleſſe the ſenſe of that Statute be ve- 
ry far indiffering from the lerter thereof. 

In the ftating of this Caſe, divers particulars may be obſerved, 
wherein ir is not rightly tated : As firſt, That his Majefties going to 
H#«{/ was onely an endeavour to viſit a Town and Fort of his ; whereas 
it was indeed to poſſeſſe himſelfe of the Towne and Magazine there, ard 
to diſpoſe of them as he himſelfe ſhould thinke good, without, and 
contrary to the Advices and Orders of both Houſes of Parliament, 
as doth cleerly appeare by | his Ng own Declaration of his 
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o_l (»76) | 
intentions therein, by his Meſſages to buth' Houſes immediately before and 
after that journey. Nor can: we believe that any man that ſhall conſider the 
circumſtances of that journey to Hall, can thinke that his Majeſty would 
have gone thither atthat time, and in that poſture, that he was pleaſed to pur 
htemſelfe in towards the Parliament, if he had intended only a viſit of 
the Towne and Magazin» Secondly, it is {aid to be his Majefties owne 
Towne, and his owne Magazine- which being underfiood in that fenſe as 
wasbefore expreſſed, as if his Majeſty had a private intereſt of propriety 
therein, we cannot admit-itto be ſo. Thirdly,( which is the maine point of all ) 
Sir Tohn Hothams is ſayd to have ſhut the gates againſt his Maieſty,and to have 
made refiftance with armed men in defiance of his Majeſty; whereas it was 
indeed in obedience to his Maiefty and his authority, and for his ſervice and 
the ſervice of the Kingdom, for which uſe only, all that intereſt is that che 
King hath inthe Town; and it is no further his to diſpoſe of, then he uſeth 
it for that end: And Sir [on Hotham being commanded to keepe the Town 
and Magazine for His 4Zajeſty and the Kipgdome, and not to deliver them 
up, but by his Majefties authority ſignified by both. Houſes of Parliament, 
all that is to bg underſtood by thoſe expreſſions of his. denying and- oppoſing 
his Majeſtiesenreance, and telling him in plain terms he ſhould not come 
in, was onely this, -That he humbly defired his Majeſty to forbear his en- 
trance, till he might acquaint the Parliament, and chat his authority might 
come ſignified to him by bath Houſes of Parliament, according to the truſt 
repoſed in him. And certainly, if the letter of the Statute of 25, Edw. 3. 
cap. 2- bethought to import this, That no War can be levyed againſt che 
King, but what is dire&ed and intended againſt his Perfon, | or that every 
levying of Forces for the.defence of the Kings Authority, and of his King- 
dome, . againſt the perſonall commands of the King oppoſed thereunto, 
though accompanied with his preſence, is levying War againſt the King, . it 
is very farre fromthe ſenſe of that Statute 3 and ſo much the Statute it ſelfe 
fpeaks (beſides the authority of Book-cates, prefidents-of diyers Traitors 
condemned. upon that interpretation thereof. ) For if the Clauſe of leyy- 
ing of War had been meant only againſt the.K., Perſon, what need had there: 
been thereof, afrer the other branch of Treaſon in the ſame Statute of Com- 
paſſing the Kings death, which would neceſfaxily have implied this? and: be- 
cauſe the former Clauſe doth imply this, it ſeems not at all to be intended- in 
this latrer branch, but only the levying 'of War againſt the King, that 'is, 
againſt his Lawes and Authority ; and the levying of War againſt his Laws 


{ and Authority, though-not againſt his Perſon, is levying War: againſt the 


King ; but the levying of Force again his Perſonall commands, though 
acco:upanied with his. preſence, and not againſt his Lawes atid Aiithericy,

ditiance and alienation of his Majeſties afte&ions from his Parliament, and 
in them from his Kingdome, which they repceſent, by the wicked ſugge- 
lions ofa few malignant perſons, by whoſe miſchieyous counſels he is who!- 
ly away his from his Parliament, and cheir faithfull adviſes and coun- 
ſels; In ſuch a time the Lords and Commons in Parliament command Sir 
lobn Aotham to draw in ſoine ofthe trained Bands. of the parts adjacent to 
che Towne of H/l, for the ſecuring of that Towne and Magazine, for the fer- 
vice of his Majeſty and of che Kingdome; of the {afety whereofthere is 2 
highertruſt in them, than any whereclſe, and they are the proper Judges of

This Town and Magazine being entruſted to Sir ob» Hothaw, with ex- 
preſſe order not to deliver them up, but by the Kings Authority ſignified by 
both Houſes of Parliament ; His Majefly, contrary to advice and direRion 
of both Houſes of Pariiament, without the authority of any Court,or of any el- 
gall way wherin the Law appoints theKing to ſpeak & command,accompanis

have berter reaſon than bare Votes to believe- the contrary. Although the - 
Vores of the Lords and Commons in Parliament, being the great Councell 
of the Kingdom, are the reaſon ofthe King and of the Kingdoine, yer theſe 


| - Votes do not want cleere and apparent reaſon for them: For if the folemne 
' proclaiming a man a Traytor ſigntfie any thing, it puts a man, and all thoſe 
' thatany way ayde, afſift, or adhere unto him, un the ſame condition of Tray- 


tors, and draws upon him all the confequences of Treaſon :- And-ifthis 
may bedone by Law, without due Procefle of Law, the ſubjeX hath a vecy 
poore defence of the Law, and a very ſmall, ifany proportion of Liberty 
thereby; and it is as little farisfaRion to a man that ſhall be expoſed to 
ſuch penalties, by that declaration of him tv þe a Traytor, to fay he 
ſhall have a legall Tryall afterwards, as it is toconde;mnea man firſt, and 
try him afcerwards. - 

And if there can be a necefſity for any ſuch proclaiming a man a Tray- 
tor without due Proceſſe of Law, yet there was none in this caſe ; for 
His Majeſty might have as well expeRed the Judgemenc of Parliament 
(which was the right way) as he had leiſure to ſend them to demand 
Juſtice againſt Sir oh» Hothays, And the Breach of Priviledge of Parlia- 
ment js as cleare in this caſe, as the ſubverſion of the Subjets common 
Right : For though the Priviledges of Parliament” do not extend to thoſe 
caſes mentioned in the Declaration, of Treaſon, Felony, and Breach of the 
peace. ſoas to exempt the Members of Parliament from puniſhinent, nor 
from all manner of Procefſe and Tryall, as it doth in other caſes, yet it doth 
priviledgethem in the way and method of their Tryall and puniſhment, and 
that the Parliament ſhould have the cauſe firſt brought before them, that 
they may judge of the FaR, and ofthe Grounds ofthe Accufation, . and how 
farre forth the manner of their Tryall may concerne or not concernethe pri= 
viledge of Parliament ; otherwiſe it would be in the pawer not onely of 
His Majeſty, but of every ' private man, under precenfions- of Treaſons 
or thoſe other Crimes, to take any man from his ſervice in Parliament, 
and ſo as many, one after another,as he pleaſerh, and conſequently <o make 
a Parliament what he will, when he will ; which would be a Breach of 
foefſenciall a priviledge of Parliament, as that the very being thereof de- 
pends upon it 2 and therefore we no wayes doubr, bur every one that hath 


'raken'the proceſtation, will, according ro his folemne Vow and Oath, | de- 


fend it with his life and fortunes. Neither doth the fitting of a Parlia- 


ment ſuſpend Il or any Law, in maintaining that. Law which upholds the

priviledge. of Parliament, which bara the -Patliament, which upholds 
the Kingdome: And we are ſo farre from believing that His Majefly is-the 
only perſon againſt whom treaſon cannot be committed, that in ſeme: 
ſ-nſe we acknowledge he isthe only Perſon againſt whom it can be com- 
mitted, that is, as He is King,: and that treaſon which is againſt the 
Kingdome is more againſt the King,. chen thar' which is againſt His Perſon, 
becauſe He is King: for that very treaſon is not treaſon as it is againſt Him 
as a- man; butas a nan that isa King ; afid as He hath relation ro the 
Kingdome, and ftand>as a Perſon intruſted with the Kingdome, and dif- 


charging that truſt. Now the caſe is truly ſtated, and all the world may 
judge where the fault is, although we muſt avow that there can be no | 
competent Judge of this or atiy the like caſe but a Parhamene, and we are / 


as confident, that His Majeſty ſhall never have cauſe to reſort to any other 
Court or Courſe, for the vindication of His juſt priviledges, and forthe 
recovery and maintenance of His knowne and undoubred Rights, if there 
' ſhould be any invaſion or violation thereof, then to His high Court of 
Parliament. And in caſe thoſe wicked Counſellors about Him ſhall drive 
him into any other Courſe from and againſt His Parliament, what eyer 
are His Majeſtics expreſſions and intentions, we ſhall appeal toail mens 
conſciences, and deſire that they would lay their hands upon their hearts, 
and thinke with themſelves, whether ſuch perſons as haye of late and fill 
do reſort to His Majeſty» and have His car and favour moſt; either have 
beene or are more zealous Afſertors of the true Prorefianc profeſſion '(al- 
though we believe they are more : earneſt in the Proteſtant profefſſon, 
then in the proteſtant Religion) or of the Law of the Land, the liberty 
of the Subje&, and the Priviledges of the Parliament, then the Members 
of both Houſes of Parliament, who are infinuated to be. the Deſertors, 
if not the deftroyers, of them : And whether if they could maſter 
this Parliament by force, they would not hold up the ſame power. to 
deprive Us of all Parliaments, which are the ground and Pillar of the

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their guide, we wiſh them judiciouſly A confider the true meaning 'atid 
_-_ of that Statute made in the eleventh yeer of Hen; 7, cap. 1 - which is 
riated at large in the end of His Majeſties 'Meſſage of the fourth of ay. 
This Statute provides, tha none that ſhall attend.upon the King, and do him . 
true ſervice, ſhall be attainted or forfeit any thing , What was the ſcope 
of this Statute ? To provide that men ſhould not ſuffer as Traytors for ſerving 
. .the King in his Warres according to the duty of their Allegiance : If this had 
. -beenall, ithad been a very needlefſe and ridiculous Scatute : Was is then in 
rended (as they may ſeem to take the meaning of ic to be. that cauſed it ro be 
Printed after His Majeſtics Meſlage,) that they ſhould be free from all crime 
and penalty that ſhould follow the King and ſerve Him in Warre in any caſe 
whartſoeyer ; whether it were for or againſt the Kingdom,and the Laws there- 
ofthat cannot be, For that could not Hand with the duty of their Allegiance, | 
which in the beginning of this Statute is expreſſed to be, to ſerve the King,;for 
the time being, in His Warres, for the defence of Him and the Land and 
{ Therefore if it be againſt the Land, (as ir: cannot be underſtood to be other- 
wiſe if it be againſt the Parliament, the repreſentative body of the Kingdom) 
it isa declining from the duty of Allegiance, which this Stature ſyppoſerth may 
be done, though men ſhould follow the Kings Perſon in the War; otherwiſe, 
there had been no need of ſuch a proviſo in the end of this Stature, that none 
ſhould take benefit thereby thar ſhould decline from their Allegiance.

which had happened to His predeceſſor : he procured this Statute to bermade, 
that no man ſhould be accounted a Traytor for ſerving the King in 
His Warres for the time being ; that is, which was for the preſent allow- 
.ed and received by the Parliament in behalfe of the Kingdome, and as it is 
| truely 
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rrucly ſuggeſted in the preamble of the Statute, Ie is not dgrecable*toreaſon 
or conſciencethat it ſhould be otherwiſe, ſeeing nien ſhould be put upon an 
impoffibilicy of knowing their duty, if the. judgement of the: higheſt Court 
ſhould not be a rule and guide to them ; and if the. judgement thereof ſhould 


be followed, where the queſtion is, who. is King, much- more, what is 


the beſt ſerviceof the King and Kingdome, and therefore thoſe that ſhall 
ouide themſelves by the judgement of Parliament, ov chr, what ever happen, to 
be ſecure and free from allaccount and penalties upon the grounds and equtty 
of this very Statute. - ; 

We ſhall conclude, that although thoſe wicked Counggllors abour His 
Majeſly, have preſumed under His Majeſties 'Name to put that diſhonour 
and affront upon both Houſes of Parliament, as to make them the coun= 


tenancers of Treaſon; enough to have diſſolved all the bands and finews . 


of confidence berweene His Majety and His Parliament, (of whom the 
Maxime of the Law is, That a diſhonourable thing ought not to be ima# 
gined of them) yet we doubt not but it ſhall in the end appeareto-all the 
World; that our endeayours have beene' moſt hearty and fincere, for the 


maintenance of the true Proteſtant: Religion, the Kings juſt prerogatives, ' 


the Laws and Liberties of the Land, and the priviledoes of Parliament, in 
which endeavours by the grace of God we will till perfift, though - we 
ſhould periſh -in the worke : which if ic ſhould be, ir is much to be feared; 
That Religion, Laws, Liberties and Parliaments, would not be long-lived 
after us. | X

77 before,and onely ordered then by that difference of number to be printed, 
after the houſe of Co nons had made (ina yery thin Houſe,and after ic had bin 

rejeRted by Vore)thar illegall Order.for ſuch alteration inthe Church;and if in 


truth had bin then made,and but by the ods oftwo voices,being'in purſuance 


ofthe Law,all men willthinke itof much more validitie then any Ocder of the 
houſe of Comons againſt the Law, which in truth hath no Authoritie to make 
any Orders in buſines of that nature;and therfore the publiſhing, tharOcder and 
Declaration of the ninth of Seprember,muſt be confeſſed by all men,to be ſuch a 
breach & violation ofthe Pr.viledge of the Peers Houſe (beſides the affront of- 
fered to Us, andinjury to Our good SubjeRs,and to the Law by ir) that before 


this Parliament was never keard of and was an apparcit evidence that they 


- meant the who!emanagery of the Kingdome,and the Legiſlative power ſhould 


be undertaken by the houſe of Commons, without the conſent either of Us, or 
Our Nobilitie, yer the execution of this Order was with gceat diligence and a- 
nimoſhitie prefled upon Our good ſubjeAs,and many troubled & impriſoned for 
not ſubmitring therunto. When they had made this breach upon the Eccleſia- 
Kicall State,they rook care(under pretence of incouragement of Preaching)to c- 
re& Le&ures in ſeveral Pariſhes, and to commend ſuch LeAurers as beſt ſuited 
with their deſignes,men of no learning, no conſcience, butfurious promoters of 
the moſt dangerous Innovations which were ever induced ivto.any State,many 
ofthem having taken no Orders, yet recomended by Members of either houſe to 
Pariſhes;asto Lewſham in Kent,8& many other places;and when Mcchanick per= 
fons have bin brought before them for preaching in Churches,and confeſſed the 
fame.che power oftheſe grand Reformers hath bin fo greart,that they have been 
diſmiſſed without puniſhment, hardly with reprchenſion. All perſons of learning 
& eminency in Preaching,of ſober 8 vertuous conyerſations 8 great Examples 
i their lives,cyen ſuch as amongſt cheſe men had-bin of greateſt eſtimation and,

Miniſters as would not accept their recommendation to attend and ſhew- cauſe, 
All Licence was given to thoſe lewd, ſeditions Pamphlets, which deſpiſed the 
Government both of Chucch and State, which laid any impurations or ſcornes 
upon Our Perſon, or Office , and which filled the eares of all Our good Sub- 
jets with Lyes, and monſtrous Diſcourtes , to make them believeall the ill of 
the Government, and Governeurs of Church and State ; Books againſt the 
Book of Common Prayer , and' the eftabliſhed Laws of the Land ſuffered. 
without reprehenfion to be dedicated to both Houſes of Parliament';:whatſoe- 
yer the rancour andiyenome of any infamous. perſon could d:geſt , publiſhed 
withour controul, and nothing diſcountenanced 'and reproached'/but a dutifoft: 
regard of Us, and Our Honour, anda fober efteeme and application tothe 
Laws of the Kingdom.- bo 
This was the condition wee found at our r2wmrne from Scotland, beſides a 
firange groundleſſe apprehenſion of danger infuſed generally into the ininds of 
Our good SubjeRs, as if ſome notable Deſigne were in hand againſtthe Pac- 
liament, againſt the City of Zowdon, againſt the_ while Kingdome of Eng» 
hind. Then felFout an accident, whileſt wee were in Scotland , concerning t 
Marqueſſes of Hamiltonand Argyle : Theſetwo Lords, upon fome information 
given to them , that their perſons were in danger , upon a ſudden withdrew 
themſelves from the Parliament in Scotland, and for ſome few days remoyed' 
out of Edenbargh. Whatever they had been informed , and whatever :they ſa- 
ſpeRed, and the groundsof both were very fully examined by the Parliament” 
there, their perſons being of that quality and' eſtimation in that Kingdome, 
that they were ſure of Juſtice : upcnthe whole, themſelves and the Parliament 
were ſatisfied that the Information firfl given to them could not be made good 
to the proof of any defigne to the dangerof thoſe Lords, and the examinations 
of the w hole matter ſent by Our dire&tion te Our Parliament here. How. (if. 
all had been rrue that was imagined): this buſneſſe could fo highly and nearly 
concern the Peace of this Kingdome*, and the preſentſafery of both Our Hou-- | 
ſes of Parliament. We cannot imagine ;- yet upon the firfl report of it here, ' 
(which was'the day' before the firſt meeting after the _— withour flaying 
to hearethe opinion of Our Parliament there, who uſed all diligence in the ex+

= Marters being thus tated,& all poſſibleskill being uſed by that FaRion, and 
their Emiſſaries of the Clergy (who at the ſame time ſuch clamour was raiſed of 
the-unlawfulnes that the Clergy ſhould meddle in temporall Aﬀairs, were their 
Chief Agents toderive their ſeditious direQtions to the People , and wereall the 
week attending the doores of both Houſes to be employed in their errands) to

they concluded againſt a Malignant party , and that: they had no hope of ſet- 
ling the diftraRions of the Kingdome, for want of concurrence with the Houſe 
of Peers,; and that concurrence was deſperate by reaſon of the way 
of the Biſhops, and of the Recuſant Lords , into which number all thoſe Lor 
werecaſt who preſumed to difſent from any propofitions made by the Houſe of 
Commons: When this cngine was prepared for the people by the prime Lea- + 
ders of that deſperate FaRion , it was preſented to the Houſe of Commons, 
and the greateſt induftry and skill uſed that is imaginable, by privace ſolicitari- 
ons, threats , and promiſes to procure conſent that it might be paſſed by that 
Houſe, and aftec a long debate ({ longer then ever was knowne' in Parliament,

Us at Our Court at Hampro» Court by ſome Members of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, with a Petition(contraQting the ſharp language in the Remonſtrance in- 
to lefle room) amongſt other things, That wee would concurre with Our peo- 
ple for depriving the Biſhops oftheir Votes in the Parliament (for which there 
was then no Bill paſſed both Houſes) and to imploy ſach perſons abour Us as 
Our Parliament might confide in. 'We received this ſtrange Petition and Aran- 
ger Remoanſtrance graciouſly from the hands of the Preſenters , promiſed them 
an Anſwer, and in the mean time defired that the Remonſtrance might nor be 
publiſhed to the people, the thing ic ſelfe and the printing any thing of the like 


nature being never heard of by the direion of the Houſe of Commons till - 


this Parliament; it being the firſt appeal to the people, and of a dangerous con=- 
ſequence to Parliaments themſelves : But (as in other things neither Our de- 


fires or Commands have been conſidered) withour giving Us leiſure to anſwer - 


either the one or the other , ſpeciall direRion 1s given for the printing that Re- 
monſtrance, and equall care taken for the publiſhing it in all places and parts of 
the Kingdom. | 

Having taken this care for the ſhaking and perplexing the minds of all men, 
the next work was to get ſuch a powet into their hands as mighr governe and 
diſpoſe of thoſe affetions. To this purpoſe they had ftom the beginning ofthe 
Parliament (by reaſon of ſome complaints againſt the immoderate exerciſe of 
the Authority of the Lievtenants and their Deputies, in raiſing Coat and Con= 
du& money and ſome exceſſes ih them ) ſeverall debates in the 'diminution of 
the Office it (elf; but Rill grounded upon the illepall prefſiites uſed by them, and 
upon ſorne words in the Commiſion it ſelfe , which (though of long uſage in 
very happy days) were conceived not agteeable to the Law ; but they were fo 
far from ſappoting the Office it ſelf or theConimifſion to be illegall ; that both 
Houſes of Parliartent had fecommended two Lords ts Us, and defired Our 
Commiſion to make them Lords Lieyrenanes of Torkeſhire and Dorſeeſhire, the 
onely end ſeeming then to be that good and apptoyed tnen ſhould be in theſe 
iinployments and truſts : But atlaft they refolyed agaitift the Office it ſelf, and 
would think of ſome other way to provide for the ſafety 'of the Kingdome” in 
that point. And in this they had a double end + Firft , to frighe rpms 
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(M embers of both Houſes who had bin Lievtenants,and Deputy Lievtenants) 


to comply with them in theic Votes , leſt they ſhould be called in queſtion for 
the execution of thoſe Offices (a Rratagem they had found to engage many: per- 
ſons to theic opinions, as Sheriffs for the colleRing Ship-money, and all other 
perſons, who in truth were or might be made obnoxious to their power) then, 
that by unſetling that whole buſineſle of the ALiliria throughout the Kingdom, 
they night the more eaſily bring in their owne power of governing it as they 
have fince cndeayoured to do ; and thereupon they preſumed to bring in ſuch a 
Bill into the Houſe of Commons to place a Generall at Land, and an Admirall 
at Sea by Att of Parliament , with ſuch Power and Authoriy over the lives 
and fortunes of all Our SubjeRs as ſhould be lyable to no controul, nor to be 
queflioned by any ſuper-ntendent hand , with a pre-pardon for whatſoever 
they ſhould doe under colour of thoſe Offices ; either of which Officers ſhould 
have bin a much greater man then Our Self, and commanded in Our Kingdom 


| aboveUs. The matter of which Bill, to ſhew their deſigne, is fincedigeſted m- 


to their new Generals Co:nmiflion and he pretended Ordinance to the Earl of 
Warwick, And all this was then pretended to be a matter of abſolute neceſſlicy for 
the preſervation of Us and Our Kingdome ; but at that time it could procure no

And now they were toexamine what notable credit their Remonflrance, and

cuſation-or complainrextant; to examine the diſcourſes paſſed at meales and 
entertzinments; what words fuch a man ſpoke,and ſuch other monltrous things, 
as in a ſhorrrime will render lifeir felfe unpleaſant, and make every Room and 
every Table zbait to betray men, and to bring them to ruine and deſtruction ; 
inſomuch as perſons have been ſent and employed by Members of that Com- 
- mittee, on-purpoſe to the tables of Perſons of Honour and Q ualitie, to inquire, 
obſerve, and informe whar language and freedome was there uſed, whilt theſe 
Worthy accuſed Members tooke the libertic to themſelves in all their private 
meetings, and by thetr letters, to deprave and flander Our Perſon, to contrive 
the altecation of the Government of the Church and State, to treat with for 
reign Nower to affiſt them as ſoon as their Defignes ſhould be ripe, to- labour 
by promiſes and threats to bring the ſeverall Members of cither Houſe te their 
Opinion, and to raiſe ſcandalls upon, and to plot danger and ruine for thoſe 
who were of another opinion.

Wee will never deny that Our extream tenderneſſe 
of the Peace of the Kingdom,and Our great grief of heart to ſee Our good Sub- 
jects miſ-led in their duty and affeRion , _ more of Our Compaſſion and 
roy then of Our Anger and Indignation , fo that wee were more awake to the

that our Religion, Liberty, peace of the Kingloms ffcty of the Parliament 
may be ſecured from the open violence and cunning praQiſes of a wicked 
party, who have long plotted our ruine and deſtruction. And if there were 
zny cauſe of Freaty,, we know no competent: perſons to treat betwixt the 

King and Parliament, And if both Cauſe and Perſons were ſuch asto invite. 

atreaty, The reaſon is altogether unfit whilſt Your Majeltics Standard is up, 

Your Proclamations and Declarations unrecalled, whereby Your” Parlia- 

ment is charged with Treaſon.

There mult be a Judge of that Queſtion wherein the ſafety of the Kingdom 
depends (for it muſt nor lye underermined) If then there be not an agreement 
berween his Majeſtic and his Parliament, cither his Majeſtie muſt Fo Judge 
againſt his Parliament, or the Parliament without his Majeſtic ; If his Majeſtic 
againſt his Parliament, why not as well of che neceſlicy in. the Queliton.of ma» 
king a Law without and againſt their conſent, as of denying a Law againſt 
their defire and Adyice? The Judge of the neceſſity in cicher ca&by like reaſon 
is Judge in both , Beſides, if his Majeſtie in this difference of opinions ſhould 
be Judge, hee ſhould be Judge ,in his own cafe, hut the, Partiainen; ſhould be 
Judges between his Majeſtic and the Kingdom. as Oy ASC many, if not in 
all caſes.

Whereas it is objected againſt us » T hat wee have received Petitions agaenſt 
ehings that are eft abliſhed by Law, ard that we have allowed thoſe Perttions to carry 
the ſbzle. and to ſeeme to carry the defires of Cities, Towns and { ounties, when of ex- 
ther, (ity, Town, or County very few known or conſiderable perſons have bin prrvy to 
ſuch Peritions. Wee acknowledge that wee have received Petitions for the r6- 
moveall of things eflabliſhed by Law , and wee mult fay , and all tharknow 
what belongeth to the courſe and praRtice of Parliament . will fay , thar wee 
ought ſo ro doe, and that boch our Predecefſours and his Majeſties Anceftours 
haveconſtancly done it, there being no other place wherein Laws that by exe 
perience may be found grievous and-burthenfom can be altered or repealed and 
there being noother due and _ way» wherein they which are aggrieved by 
thumcan ſeek redreſs: And for the Ayle of ſuch Petitions as have bin received by 
us, We never allowed them any higher tyle: chen they brought anco us ; Nor 
didever make them ſeeme to carry the defires of more then of thoſe whole de- 
fires they did appear to be, nor did theyever appear to carry the defires of Ci- 


"ries, Towns, or Countrits , bue they were always atcfted by great numbers of

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are acquainted with the Records al Fbory of that tune,can defy, of ſo much - 
as doubt ? Bur do vye need preſidents in this caſe ? Is it nota knowne Rule in 
the Law, that the Kings illegall commands, though accompanied with his pe- 
ſence, do not excuſe thoſe that obey them ? and how then ſhall it excuſe Rebals - 
and Traitors, and bow ſhall it hinder the Kings Courts and Miniſters, to pre- 
ceed againſt chem judicially, if they ſubmit, or by force, if they make Ki- 
on with force? If the King might controule all the Courts in Weſfmeinſier Hall 7 
and the high Court of Parliament it ſelfe , and make it good by force , what

For our Priviledges , it is a very great mifiake to make the Caſes of Treaſon, 
Felony, and breach of the Peace , rhe ſame with other Caſes, becaule the Hou- 
ſes doe fametimes give way to- proceedings againſt their Members: For al- 
though in ſome Caſes only , wherein the priviledge of Parliament may ſceme

' Hatwedid and do fay, that every Court of Juſtice, and inuch more the 
| & high Court of Parliament hath a power of JuriſdiXion, which in plain 
= ., Engliſhis of declaring the Law in particular Caſes in queſtion before 
. them, and that which is ſo declared by the high Court of Parliament, being the 
| higheſt Court of Judicature,qught not afterwards to be queſtioned by his Ma- 
Jelly, or any of his SubjeRs; for that there lyeth no Appeale from them to any 

La or Court whatſoever, fo that the right and ſafety boch of King and Peo- 
ple ſhall depend upon the Law , and the Law for its Interpretation upon the 
* Courts of Juſtice, which are the competent Judges thereof, and not upon the 
_ plealue & interpretation of private perſons,or of publick in a private capacity.

peace, and to ayoyd the miſeries and confuſion ofa civill war,we have not, nor 
ſhall inſiſt upon any thing butt what we hold neceſſary-for the preſeryation of 
the ſafetie and peace of the kingdome ; and for the ſecurity ofour Religion and 
Liberties, and thoſe good Laws which we already have,- and hupe further to 
obtain by the frequent mecting,and free fitting of Parliaments : and as we have 
been carcfull to decline all appeatance of any private reſpeds in them to our 
ſelves,ſo having the honour of God and of his Majeſtie and the peace, freedome 
and proſperity ofthis kingdowe chiefly before our eyes in theſe our propofiti- 
ons, and in all our aſions, we reſt fred that both God and man will abhor 
and abominate that monſtrous and moſt injurious charge laid upon the repre- 
ſentative body of this whole kingdome, of deſigning the ruine not only of his Ma- * 
jeſties Perſon,but of Monarchie it ſelfe : and we appeale to all the world, whether 
' worſe words then theſe can be given us? And whether we may not juſtly expeX 
the worſt aRions that the malice and power of the malignant party about his 
Majeſty can produce ? And whether 1t be not high time for us to Rand upon 
our defence, which nature teacheth every man to provide for; and this kingdom 
(unleſſe it be very annaturall, and very unmindfull ofic ſelfe Jeannot bur afford 
to them whom it hath intruſted.and by whom ir is repreſented; And if the Ma- 
ror part of both Houſes may fir free from force we doubt not, but that they will

The wanr of nfony doth ſo perplex that part of the Army here, as T 
imagine the Houſe'will not expeR any conſiderable nurter to be-done by us; though God 
be thanked, the forces I ſend from hence, and are raiſed by the Country with other p< 
ces, are daily ating ſomething to adyance the publique ſervice. As'in the Notth-riding 
where Sir Hugh Cholmly hath carried hinblf reey bravely , giving ſcverall defears to the 
cnemy neer Malton : and on Munday the 16 of this.mioneth, joyning his forces to Sir 
Matthew Baymon, they fell upon Colonell Slingsby at Gisbrowgh, where they defeated 
firm and 620 horſe and foot with him, that had done much ſpoyl in the North-riding + 
they wounded and took Colonell $lingeby himſelf, with 140 other priſoners 3 kill'd a 
great many, and recovered 200. Arms with the place : amongſt the priſoners taken by ſir 
Hugh Cholmly at Malton, and here at Gisbrowgh it is found,, that a great number are Pas. 
piſts, and.indeecd the ſtrength of the enemies will. be found to conhiſt much of Papiſts, 
and Popiſhly aftefted ;. the Earl of Newcaſtle granting his Commiſſions for raifing men 
to Papiſts for the moſt part ; Thave-heard of late of Commiiſtons granted to twelve Re« 
cuſants of theſe parts, whoſe names I ſend incloſed, and it is notyo be deubted, he walks 
the fame wayes 1n other places as well as here, which courſes have ſo advanced Popcry as. 
I hcar,. that in York whcre many Recuſares are ſctlcd , Maſle is ops Gid in every. 
Kreer, and ſuch aftronts offered to the Proteſtants and their army She: tw dare reſort 
to Church ; and in other parts of the pres + I am informed, that for many'myles tow 
. xo5p the religious Miniſtery, are all either fled,'or impriſoned ;: which perſecutions, . if 
ty be nor timely repreflcd,. will extirpe or nb the Proteſtant Religion in 
theſe parts. About Bradford and Hallitax , God hath btefled my ſonne. and thoſe ſmall 
forces with good ſuccefſe againſt the enemy in ſevcrall light. skirmiſhes : and on Money 
was ſcyen night, he ſeized on the Lord Savilcs houſe at Howley, and put about 100 Mut- 
_ into it ; and on Fuſzday,, I fent fir William-F airf&x and his ofbcers with ſome 
rms-to raiſc his Regiment in thoſe parts, and for. his:convoy,. IT ſent. what horſe and 
Dragooners I could ſpare from hence , dircRing them to ſtay with my ſon to aſſiſt. him 
in tvs deſign againſt Leeds.;, and yeſtcrnight I received letters from him, wherein he re- 
Htes to me, that on monday laſt, | he drew his. forces out.of Bradford, and marched to 
Leeds, whire.Sir liam Savill commanded'in chicfe ; my ſonne firſt furnmened them 
by a Trumpet to yeeld , which being refuſed, the aſlault began, wherein his-men.- 
carried themſelves -with great reſolution, the 'Fown being fortified on alk fides, furniſhed 
with, two brafie Sakers., and nmnned with x 500 ſouldiers, yer they.foreed an entry in. 
two hours.fight, theze being not loſt.on. both fides above forty men , bur he rooke foure 
Colours, 509 priſoners. { of. which fix are Commanders) and with the prifoners they 
took many Arms, the Sakersz and-all the Munition they had, which was notmuch ; on 
our _ we loſt x3 men, and Captain Briggs, and Captain Lee, both fore wounded z; 
and I-perceive that ir this exploit, Sir Willzam. Barrfex, Sis Thomas Norclifje, pxaros 429

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ant Major Forbes, with the reſt of the Commanders, carried themſelves very gallandly.

T he people do obſerve that Sir William $avill, and the chief Commanders on the otlue 
fide, to0n after the fight began, fled by ſecrer wayes towards: Pomfrait, and their men af- 
ter them by degrees ; but by the way Serjeant Major Beaumoire was drowned crofling the 
River, and Sir #il/iam Savill very narrowly eſcaped the like fate. After Leeds was thits 
wonne, my ſonne writes that he intended to have marched to Wakefield, where Sir George 
#entworth Cormanded, but was prevented therein by the eneniies tears , who hearing 
he had taken Leeds, fled all away from Wakcficld to Pomtrait, and left the Town, ſo he 
hath ſent ſome Forces to teſt and keep that place * Thug hath God blefled their endea- 
yours on that fide 3- and now I am told that Caprain Hotham,and Sir Fobu $2vill are gone 
up yeſterday with ſome Forces into thoſe parts, but npon what defigne-T know not 3. 
yeſterday morning I had ſome intelligence that the moſt part of the forces were marched 
the day before out of Doncaſter, ſo I have ſent my Serjeant Mijor Gencrall with fixe 
Companies of Foot to inveſt that place, and to leave ſome Forces to keep it untill more 
ſtrength come to us out of the Southern Countics , which if ir could . be haſtned hither, 
might very much adyance the Cauſe and cruſh their popiſh Forces before they be ſuppli= 
ed by the «Queens comming; or their party in Scettand, of. which there is ſome expeRa- 
tion. I dehre you will make known to the Houſe, the great extremities that are put up- 
on me, and thar a certain courſe may be ſerled for ſupplying us with money for the en- 
ecrtainment of the Army, in ſuch ſeaſon as our men may: be encouraged in the ſervice, 
and nor fall into a way of plundring tor want of pay.
